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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that calculating an 
integrated value of a CT value of each of the plurality of sample tomographic images in a predetermined region and selecting a sample 
tomographic image with the smallest fluctuation of the integrated value of a CT value. The examiner previously addressed the arguments 
with respect to the static cardiac time phase in the Office Action mailed 01/04/2008. Regarding the calculating an integrated value of a CT 
value, Flohr teaches calculating an integrated value of a CT value of each of the plurality of sample tomographic images in a 
predetermined region and selecting a sample tomographic image with the smallest fluctuation of the integrated value of a CT value (Col. 
2, Line 1 0-40 & Col. 5, Line 53 - Col. 6, Line 7). Thus, contrary to Applicant's arguments, Flohr teaches all of the features of the claimed 
invention. Therefore, the rejection is deemed proper and is hereby maintained.
